COUNT ONE 



On or about September 28, 2005, within the District of Columbia, DARREN D. 

HAWKINS, also known as Jamal Jackson, having been convicted of a crime punishable by 

imprisonment for a term exceeding one year, in D.C. Superior Court Criminal Case No. F8969-99, 

did unlawfully and knowingly receive and possess a firearm, that is, a Intra-Tec 9mm semi-automatic 

pistol, and did unlawfully and knowingly receive and possess ammunition, that is, 9mm ammunition, 

which had been possessed, shipped and transported in and affecting interstate and foreign commerce.

Schedule I controlled substance.
